Oflate ithas been discontinued ina 
measure, but not wholly. 
The law 


requires that every person perform- 
ing any service for the county shall 
present his own claim therefor 
sub- 


scribed and sworn to byhimself. No 
man 
nor officer has 
the right to 


make an affidavit for work or ser- 
vices performed by another. 
While 


the abuse referred to, as far as road 
work is concerned, has been materi- 
allyabated of late, at the outset 
of 


a new supervisor term it should be 
entirely abolished and the law strict- 
ly complied with. 
We mention 
this 


matter now particularly because 
we 


have noticed that the illegalpractice 
is apt to, and has in fact, spread .to 
other departments of the local gov- 
ernment. 
A bad example is readily 


followed. 
Ifone officer of the gov- 


ernment assumes 
the right to pre- 


sent and swear to the ciaim of an- 
other 
party, another 
official 
will 


argue that he has an equal right to 
exercise 
the same 
authority. 
The 


argument is unsound. 
The perpetra- 


tion of one illegal act does not justify 
the commission of another; it can- 
not even be quoted in extenuation 
of a departure from the strict letter 
of the law. 
Nevertheless 
the prac- 


tical tendency is as we have stated. 
The only safe cours"e is to keep in 
the middle of the road, and stop this 
proxy system 
of presenting 
claims 


against the county. 


Inaccordance with the above recom- 
mendation of the district attorney, I 
will,after the February meeting of the 
board of supervisors, 
refuse to issue 


warrants upon claims which are not 
made out as above set forth.

From this it willbe seen that the ac- 


cumulation of silver in the treasury is 
getting to be a serious problem.

such a mass of bulky coin in the treas- 
ury safe. 
The same trouble is experi- 


enced inallmoney depositories in the 
county, and no doubt to a greater or 
less dogree throughout the mining sec- 
tions. Itmay seem strange that a sec- 
tion whose principal industry is the 
taking of gold from the earth, should 
be so flooded witha money metal inthe 
production of whichshe does not con- 
tribute to any appreciable extent. 
Our 
gold leaves, and is replaced in circula- 
tion to the tune of-\ dollars for every 
gold dollar retainod." 
This is a latter 
day experience. 
Years ago silver coin 


was the scarce article. It was hard to 
keep sufficient silver in circulation to 
meet 
the demands of 
business. 
The 
same policyof shipping silver from the 
U. S. 
treasury 
to any 
point in the 
country free of charge, in order to get 
itincirculation, was pursued 
then as 
now. But the bulky coin so shipped 
soon found its wayback into tho treas- 
ury through the medium of the post- 
offices. Every person wanting a money 
order would pay for the same in silver 
rather than gold, and there 
was no 
other recourse forthe postmasters 
than 
to send the silver so received back 
to 
the treasury. 
With the era of banks, 
however, all this has been changed. 
Money is shipped in the form of ex- 
change, with the resultthat agold pro- 
ducing community is kept overloaded 
with the bulky white metal.

The proposed law makes itunlawful 
for any professor or assistant at the 
university to single out any business 
or merchandise 
for special recom- 


mendation, or to accept 
compensa- 


tion for outside or commercial 
work 
during regular university hours, and 
outside ofuniversity hours such work- 
must not be done 
with university 


supplies or apparatus. 


If the present legislature 
would 


pass 
a constitutional 
amendment 
providing 
for legislative 
sessions 
every four or six years, 
we believe 
it would carry by the biggest ma- 
jorityever given for a change of the 
organic law. 
This may be a reflec- 


tion upon 
the average 
legislator, 


but itis the sober 
truth notwith- 


standing. 
The taxpayers and busi- 


ness interests stand indread of the 
law-makers.

patch 
from San 
Diego, stating that 
Sherilf Norman arrived in that city 
Friday, and would leave by boat, 
for 
Ensenada, 
and was expected 
to return 
with the prisoners to San Diego Tues- 
day. 
It was understood 
before the 
sheriff started on his long journey that 
his movements would bo kept as secret 
as possible. 
There would be no herald- 
ing of his arrival or departure, 
and 
even the office here 
would receive no 
tidings untilhe reached Sacramento on 
his return trip. The fact that no in- 
formation has leaked out is not sur- 
prising, as such 
was In strict accord- 
ance with tho program when he left. 
We may 
say that Ensenada 
is 100 


miles from San Diego by road. 
There 
is no railroad communication between 
the two cities. 
The travel is almost 
exclusively by water, and the sheriff 
was expected to take- the water route 
going and returning. 
To return by 
the same boat he would have to tran- 
sact his business jn something 
like 12 
hours, 
In this, time all the official 
papers relating to the extradition of 
the accused persons would have to bo 
translated into the Mexican language. 
Thia could easily bo done, providing 
tho officials were ready to take up the 
matter immediately 
upon his arrival. 
In that event he might make San Diego 
on the return trip on Tuesday 
morn- 
ing, and reach Jackson 
this evening. 
Failing to m;\ko connection with tho 
first boat he would have 
to tarry in 
theLower California town for ten days 
waiting for the next steamer, 
or elso 
mako the overland trip of 100 miles, 
which, 
through 
a 
desert" country, 
would tako four or ttve days.
